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RISKS PELLAGRA IN TEST 
OF HUSBAND 3 ThEORY 


Courage of Late Dr. Goldber- 
ger’s Widow Disclosed 
in Report. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—The 
story of a wife who submitted her- 
self to the danger of pellagra to 
prove the theory of 
that the disease was not transmis- 
sible is gisclosed in a routine con- 
gressional committee report. 

The woman is Mrs. Joseph Gold- 
berger of this city. Her husband, 
the late Dr. Joseph Goldberger, 
conquered pellagra, identifying it 
as a diseaSe caused by diet defici- 


necessary to combat it after,it had 
baffled the best medical talent of 
Europe for two centuries Dr. 
Goldberger, who was in the United 
States public health service. died 
last year, @ victim indirectly of the 
diseases he devoted his. life to 
studying. 

Left almost penniless, with three 
children. Mrs. Goldberger received 
a pension of $12. a month from 
the last Congress. A letter to the 
Hiouse Pension Committee by Sur- 
geon-General H. S. Cumming of 
the Public Health Service, urging 
the pension, told how Mrs. Gold- 
berger had tested the transmissi- 
bility of pellagra at a time when 
many medical authorities § disa- 
greed with her husband on. this 
point- 

“At the time 
were called for this experiment, 
and .a number of Dr. Goldberger's 
brother officers at once offered to 
receive various substances taken 
from pellagrous patients into their 
own bodies as a test for the trans- 
missibility of the disease,”” Dr. 
Cumming related, “Mrs. Goldber- 
ger begged.the privilege of rep- 
resenting her sex as one of the vol- 
unteers. Her request was yielded to 
reluctantly, and the experiment 
was authorized and carried out by 
injecting into the abdominal wall 
hypodermically some blood taken 
froin a fat&l case of pellagra in a 
woman. Of course, she did not be- 
come ill of the disease, since pella- 
gra is now known not to be caused 
in that way, but the spirit which 
she showed . was commendable, 
since at the time the transmissi- 
bility of pellagra was thoroughly 
believed in by a number of emi- 
nent authorities. Needless to say, 
Dr. Goldberger was also a subject 
o' this experiment.”

WASHINGTON, May 20.—The St. Louis & O'Fallon Rail- 
way Co. won by dec&ion of the Supreme Court today what has 
been called ‘‘the greatest law suit in‘history.’’ In this suit the 
eontention of the O’Fallon was the contention of the railrvad 


The question was how railroad property should be valued 
‘for rate-making purposes—whether according to the formula 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission or according to the 
demand of the roads that heavy weight be attached to the ‘‘re- 
| production cost’’ theory of determining values. 


It has been estimated ‘that between the Commission’s for- 


mula in the O’Fallon ease and 


$10,000,000 ,000, 
Three Justices Dissent. 

In a decision reached by a vote 
of 5 to 3, with Justices Holmes, 
Brandeis and Stone forming’ the 
minority, the Court today upset the 
findings of a three-Judge Federal 
Court in Missouri, which had sus- 
tained the commission’s order in 
the O'Fallon case. The victory 
thus was withthe O'Fallon, which 
means that the railroads scored 
against the Government as repre- 
sented by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The decision was expected to 
have a highly stimulating effect on 
railway securities. It knocks out 
Mhe valuation formula applied in 
the O’Fallon case and now being 
applied in other cases, and maxes 
it mandatory upon the commission 
to give weight to ~eproduction cost 
in the fixing of values. 

Justice Butler, because of his 
connection with valuation cases on 
the side of the railroads before 
going on the Supreme bench, did 
not participate in the decision. 

The case was argued before the 
Supreme Court early in the year, 
by a distinguished array of attor- 
neys on both sides. including three 
former members of the Cabinet, 


ment. 

It came to the Supreme Court on 
appeal by the O’Fallon from the 
Missouri Federal! Court, which, in 
upholding the Commission's order, 
found that even on the O’Fallon’s 
own showing of values, there was 
no confiscation. 

The valuation issue grew out of 
the Commission’s application of 
the law, which requires a railroad 
to turn over to the Government 
one-half of its earnings in excess 
of 6 per cent. Under this law, the 
Commission ruled that certain pay- 
ments must be made by the O'Fal- 
lon for the years 1920 to 1923 in- 
clusive.

The O'Fallon objected on the 
ground that the Commission, in 
defiance of previous decisions cf 
the Supreme Court, notably tne 
Southwestern Bell and the §Inf- 
dianapolis water cases, did not 
give due weight to the reproduc- 
tion cost of the structures erected 
prior to 1814. 

This contention of the road was 
upheld in the majority decision of 
the court today. Justice McRevrn- 
olds spoke for the majority.

Justice McReynolds in his opin- 
ion quotes the law that in deter- 
mining value for recapture pur- 
poses, the commission “shall give 
due consideration to all elements 
of value recognized by the law of 
the land for rate-making pur- 
poses.” 

Smyth vs. Ames Cited. 

This,” comments the Justice, 
“is an express command: and -he 
carrier has clear right to demand 
compliance therewith.” 

He says that the elements of 
value recugnized by the law of the 
land have been pointed out many 
times by the Supreme Court and 
that “among them is the present 
cost of construction or reproduc- 
tion.” 

The old rule of Smyth vs. Ames. 
always quoted in valuation cases, 
is cited. This rule named a large 
number of eloments to be taken 
into account in fixing value. 

There is also cited with approval 
the majority opinion in the famous 
Southwestern Bell case, in which it 
was said that “the highly impor- 
tant element of present costs’ must 
be given weight. This doctrine, 
the opinion says, has been consist. 
ently adhered to by the Supreme 
Court, 

“The report of the Commission.” 
the McReynolds opinion proceeds, 
“is long and argumentative. Much 
of it is devoted to general observa- 
tions relative to the method and 
purpose of making valuations: 
Inany objections are urged to the 
doctrine approved by us, and the 
superiority of another view is 
stoutly asserted. It carefully -e- 
frains from stating that any con- 
sideration whatever was given to 
present or reproduction costs in 
estimating the value of the ear- 
rier’s property. 

“Four dissenting Commissioners 
deciared that reproducticn costs 
were not considered: and the re- 
port itself confirms their view.

YANKEE STADIUM 


Crowd in_ Right-Field 
Bleachers Makes Rush for 
Exit at Start of Cloud- 
burst. 


COLLEGE GIRL AND

50,000 Spectators Had Re- 
mained to See New York 
Team Clinch Victory as 
Storm Breaks.

NEW YORK, May 20.—Panic 


cost the lives of a man and 
a girl at the Yankee Stadium 
yesterday. Sixty-three more, most 


of them children, were injured, 
some seriously. Eighteen persons 
still were in hospitals today. 

The dead, Eleanor Price, 17 
years old, a student at Hunter Col- 
lege, and Joseph Carter, 60, were 
trampled when some 6000 persons 
in the right field bleachers among 
the 50,000 watching the Yankees 
play the Red Sox rose as one and 
sought refuge when a clap of 
thunder let loose a cloudburst 
about 3:16. 

Into a passageway 12 feet wide 
leading from front to back under 
the bleachers, most of the throng 


tried to crowd at once. 

A corridor 40 feet long and 10 
feet high and closed at the sides 
with wire soon became a trap in 
which hundreds, unable to move, 
were caught while thousands more 
tried to push in from behind. Men 
shouted, women screamed and their 
confusion only added to the panic. 

Meanwhile the thousands in 
other parts of the huge bowl calm- 
ly made their way to shelter, un- 
aware of the mad stampede under 
the bleachers. 

Ruth Calls for Doctors, 

The first knowledge the grand- 
stands had of the panic came when 
a special policeman carried an !m- 
jured boy across the field to the 
Yankee dugout. A moment later 
Babe Ruth stepped out and shout- 
ed a request that any doctors in 
the crowd velunteer their service 
in giving first aid to the injured. 

The fifth inning of the game had 
just ended when the cloudburst 
came. The section of the right 
field bleachers was packed, as it 
is just back of where Babe Ruth 
plays in the field. It is known as 
the “Ruthville section”’—there the 
fans for whom the home run king’s 
prowess is the chief attraction of 
the game gather. Iiundreds of 
them yesterday were school boys. 

Some of the boys, nimbler than 
their elders, were the ffrst to reach 
the covered passageway yesterday 
when the drenching storm came. 
The wooden floor of this exit makes 
a sloping ramp, to which a flight 
of 14 steps lead. The planking 
was soon wet and one of the first 
of the boys seeking shelter fell. 
Someone tripped over him and 
soon there was a huddle on the 
floor. Meantime the crowd came 
Those in front tried to hold them 
back and give them a chance to 
scramble up and away. Hundreds 
pushed at them from behind and 
soon there was panic. 

Policeman Among Injured. 

The chicken wire at the sides of 
the ramp kept the crowd from 
spreading over the ground beneath 
the bleachers and Policeman Louis 
Baer, the first one to reach the 
scene, drew his pistol and ordered 
some of the men in the vanguard 
of the crowd to help him rip away 
the wire. As they stopped to obey 
him they were caught in the whtir! 
from behind. Baer cont*nued 
working to help members of the 
crowd get away. An hour later 
he complained of pains and at Lin- 
coln Hospital he was found to be 
suffering possible fractured ribs. 

Of the 63 injured many went to 
their homes after receiving treat- 
ment. Eighteen were kept at the 
hospital. 

With the fans already excited 
after home runs by Ruth and Lou 
Gehrig, black clouds suddenly 
swirled over the field at the begin- 
ning of the fourth inning. The 
crowd knew that the first game 
would never get to nine innings 
without rain but they did want to 
see it go the first half of the fifth 
inning, so the Yankees could claim 
the game with their score of 8 
to 0, 

The game at stake, hardly a per- 
son left the stands as the rain in- 
creased in volume. The legal end 
of the game reached, the Yankees 
were ahead and at the moment 
the umpire raised his arm and 
called time the black clouds broke 
and a tremendous downpour struck 
the field. 

District Attorney John McGee- 
han of the Bronx said last night 
an investigation of the accident 
showed that there had heen no 
negligence on the part of the sta- 
dium officials and that no action 
will be taken against them.

The Fundamental Question. 

“It was deemed unnecessary by 
the court below to determine 
whether the commission obeyed 
the statutory mandate touching 
valuations since the order permit- 
ted the O'Fallon to retain an in- 
come great enough to negative any 
suggestion of actual confiscation. 
With this we cannot agree. Wheth- 
er the commission acted as direct- 
ed by Congress was the fundamen- 
tal question presented. If it did 
not, the action taken beyond the 
authority granted, was invalid. The 
only power to make any recapture 
order arose from the statute. 
“The judgment of the court be- 
low must be reversed.’’ 
When Justice McReynolds ended 
his statement there was a rush in 
the courtroom for the one public 
exit, which Chief Justice Taft halt- 
ed with a sharp admonition, order- 
ing the Marshal to lock the door 
if necessary to preserve order. 

Dissenting Opinions. 

Justice Brandeis read a dissent- 
ing opinion, which was concurred 
in by Justices Holmes and Stone. 
In addition, Justice Stone handed 
down a brief dissenting opinion of 
his own, for the purpose, as. he 
said, of emphagizing those aspects 
of the case which appeared to him 
“sufficient apart from all other 
considerations to sustain the find- 
ing of the Commission.’”’ 
The Brandeis dissent covered 47 
printed pages. It declares that in 
each of the recapture periods, the 
earnings of the O’Fallon were 80 
large as to leave, after making the 
required payments to the Commis- 
sion, about 8 per cent on what the 
carrier alleged was the fair value 
of the propefty. 
“The O'Fallon” gays the Bran- 
deis opinion, “argues that, since the 
valuation order required it to hold 
as a reserve one-half of the ex- 
cess over 6 per cent, it is deprived 
of its property. This is not ‘-ue. 
The requirement that one-half of 
the earnings in excess of 6 per cent 
shall be retained by the carrier, 
until the reserve equals 5 per cent 
of the value of the railroad, does 
not deprive the carrier of any prop- 
erty. It merely regulates the use 
thereof. 
“The provision is one designed 
to secure financial stabflity; and is 
similar to those prescribing sink- 
ing funds, depreciation and other 
appropriate accounts. 
“Congress may regulate the use 
of railroad propertyY so as to insure 
financial as well as physical sta- 
bility. Both are essential to the 
safety and service of the public. 


“In Dayton-Goose Creek Railroad 
Co. vs. the United States, where the 
facts were in this respect identical 
with those in the case at bar, the 
constitutional validity of the order 
was sustained. If the failure to 
give to the evidence of current re- 
production costs the effect claimed 
for it by the O’Fallon was error, 
it is not because the carrier’s con- 
stitutional rights have been in- 
vaded, but because the commission 
failed to observe a rule prescribed 
by Congress for determining the 
amounts to be recaptured and re- 
served.” 

The opinion goes on to say that 
the commission did in fact under- 
take to follow the direction of 
Congress, as well as to observe the 
rule laid down by the Supreme 


Court in the Southwestern Bell 
case, 
“It is true,” Justice Brandeis 


says on this point “that the court 
there declared that current repro. 
duction cost is an element of actual 
value and that Congress directed 
the commission to give due consid- 
eration to all the elements of value 
recognized by the law of the land 
for rate-making purposes. But, 
while the act required the commis- 
sion to consider all such evidence 
neither Congress nor this court re- 
quired it to give to evidence of re- 
construction cost a mechanical ef- 
fect or artificial weight. 

“They left untrammeled its duty 
to give all relevant evidence such 
probative force as, in its judgment, 
the evidence inherently possesses. 
“In my opinion the conclusions

Guessing at Reproduction Cost. 
“In the. first place, it says, the 
evidence was of such a character 
that it did not satisfactorily estab- 
lish what would have been the 


current cost of reproduction dur- 
ing the recapture periods. During 
the years here in question there 
was practically no construction of 
new lines. Thus, the current cost 
of reproduction for those years 
had to be obtained by using index 
figures as the basis for a guess as 
to what it would cost to build then 
the identical railroad. 

“In the second place, there was 
lack of evidence to show to what 
extent, if any, higher reconstruc- 
tion cost in the several recapture 
periods, implied a value higher 
than that theretofore prevailing. 
The commission believed that it 
could act only on proof; that it was 
not required or permitted to base 
findings on conjecture, and that to 
assign, under the’ circumstances, 
any weight to the evidence of re- 
construction cost would be mere 
tonjecture. 

“Moreover, the commission had, 
through its valuation department, 
special knowledge of the property 
of this carrier.” 

Justice Stone in his dissent ex- 
pressed the view that the commis- 
sion did, as it claimed, give con- 
sideration to current reproduction 
costs. This, he said, was appar- 
ent not only from its own state- 
ment, but from the fact that it 
gave full effect to increased cur- 
rent market values in determining 
the value of the railroad land and 
of additions and replacements since 
June 30, 1914. 

Where the Difference Lies, 
Justice Stone further said: “I 
cannot avoid the conclusion that 
in substance the objettion, now 
upheld to the order of the com- 
mission is not that it failed to con- 
si- Or give appropricte weight 
to evidence of present reproduc- 
tion cost of appellant’s road, but 
that it attached less weight to 
present construction costs than to 
other factois before it affecting 
adversely the present value of the 
structural property. That this was 
the real nature of the objection 
voiced by the dissenting commis- 
sioners seems to me apparent from 
their opinion. 

“Without discussion of the evi- 
dence and other data which re- 


ceived the consideration of the 
commission, the opinion of this 
court seems to proceed. on the 


broad assumption that the evidence 
relied on mere synthetic estimates 
of costs of reproduction, must so 
certainly and necessarily outweigh 
all other considerations affecting 
values as to require the order of 
the commission to be set aside. 
In effect the commission is re- 
quired to give to such index fig-

DETAILS OF WORLD'S 
BIGGEST LAWSUIT 


T HE St. Louis & O’Fallon case, 


which has ben called “‘the big- 

gest lawsuit in the worid,” was 
argued before the United States 
Supreme Court in January, 192%, 
on an appeal by the railroad from 
a decision of a special three-judge 
Federal court in Missouri. This 
court, except on a minor: point 
not touching the main issues, had 
ruled against the railroad and in 
favor of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, whose order of 
March, 1927, in recapture proceed- 
ings, the railroad had contested. 

The opinion of the special three- 
judge Federal Court was handed 
down Dec. 10, 1927, in St. Louis. 
It was written by Judge Kimbrough 
Stone of the United States Court 
of Appeals and concurred in by 
District Judge C. B. Faris of St. 
Louis and by Judge Arba S. Van 
Valkenburgh of the Court of Ap- 
peals. 

The suit was a pioneer case un- 
der the recapture section of the 
Transportation Act, which allows 
the Government to recover one- 
half of the earnings of a railroad 
in excess of 6 per cent. 

To find what were the recaptur- 
able earnings of the St. Louis & 
O’Fallon, the commission had first 
to determine the “‘fah value” of its 
property. Out of the rul2 applied 
in the fixing of this vatue arose 
the outstanding issue in the case. 

How Valuation Was Fixed. 

Rejecting the railroad’s conten- 
tien that preponderant weight, 
should be given to “srot reproduc- 
tion” cost—the cost, namely, of 
duplicating the O’Falion’s property 
at the higher construction prices 
prevailing at the time of the valua- 
tion in 1919—the commission took 
as a base the estimated cost as of 
1914. It held that the prices of 
that year were a fair average for 
the preceding 20 years, before the 
wartime inflation of values. To 
this basic cost, which applied to 
the bulk of the O’Fallon’s property, 
the commission added the actual 
cost of additions and betterments 
since 1914. 


The commission allowed the full 


dissenting opinion in the 


the United States. It was estimated 
that between the vaiuation under 
the O’Falion rule and the valuation 
that would be allowed under the 
replacement theory of the railroads 
there lay a difference of at least 
10 billion dollars. 

The case was ably argued on 
both sides before the Supreme 
Court. Frederick H. Wooa of New 
York, who was brought into the 
case by national railroad interests, 
and Daniel N. Kirby of St. Louis 
appeared for the O'Fallon. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
was represented by Walter L. 
Fisher, Secretary of the Interior 
under Tatt, and George W. Wick- 
ersham, Attorney-General] in Taft's 
Cabinet. Donald Richberg, one of 
the eountry’s leading exponents of 
the “prudent investment theory, 
was allowed to intervene on behalf 
of the Natidnal Crenference on 
Railroad Valuation. 


Argumént Pro and Con. 


The railroad attorneys contend- 
ed that the Interstate Commerc? 
Commission in the O’Fallon valua- 
tion had set up an “arbitrary 
standard,” in disregard of previ- 
ous decisions of the United States 
Supreme Court. The commission. 
they maintained, should have been 
guided by the “flexible and ratioa- 
al rule” of Smyth vs. Ames—a rule 
laid down bv the court 30 years 
ago, in which were set out numer- 
ous factors to be taken into ac- 
count in the fixing of “‘fair value.” 
It was asserted that if the valua- 
tion of American railroads shoulkt 
be increased beyond the commis- 
sion’s figure, the enlightened self- 
interest of the railroads would re- 
strain them from making burden- 
some rates. 


Attorneys for the Government 
argued that the commission had 
acted strictly in accord with the 
Smyth vs. Ames rule, by taking 
into account all the possible ele- 
ments of value. Fisher said the 
practical effect of the reproduc- 
tion-cost theory, if applied to rail- 
road valuation, would be to de- 
stroy the existing stability of rail- 
road values and make their stocks 
the most speculative on the mar- 
ket. 


The Court took the case under 
advisement, after two days of ar- 
gument., 

Justice Butler, because of his 
connection with valuation cases 
as a railroad attorney before his 
elevation to the bench, excluded 
himself from the O’Fallon case, so 


that the decision rested in the 
hands of eight Judges.
